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MID-YEAR ISSUE OF BANKERS’ DIRECTORY

RELATION OF CROPS AND CREDITS

Agriculture must forever remain the basis of our domestic commerce. 
Invention and manufacture may come in time to give us the balance of 
trade. But agriculture will be the study of our people long after we shall 
have conquered the world. The law of Malthus ‘‘the increase of popula- 
tion is against the weight of subsistence,’’ is always present. Governments 
shall pass, but the bread and butter battle will remain. Theorists may talk 
of equality, and the socialist may dream his dream, but the continents of 
the earth, the valleys thereof, the rainfall, the climate, the watersheds and 
the flowing rivers, will control, nevertheless. And the races of men will be 
unequal, as the individuals will be, to the end of time. So it is that the 
man who deals in cerdits looks first to the crops. 


The banker stands between the producer and the consumer, ready and 
willing to help either. He does not add anything to the products of the 
earth directly. Yet without him it would be impossible to move the crops 
from the field; without him there would hunger at the rich man’s table. 
Money moves the crops. It is not in the hands of the farmer for it would 
be idle stuff to keep the year round for this purpose alone. It is not in the 
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hands of the consumer for he spends it as fast as he earns it, and it would be 
but the work of a miser to try to keep it on hand for every need. The busi- 
ness of the world is done, as is now well known, upon credit and by credit 
forms. The banker is a dealer in credits. He it is who moves the crops. 
And whether he furnish cash or credit he is the only agency by which this 
great domestic commerce is carried on. 


Volume of Trade Dependent on Crops 


Close all the banks of the country one month before harvest and famine 
would stalk through the land, though the harvests be filled with plenty. 
And so all business comes to look to agriculture. The merchant does not 
buy where there is impending failure of crops. The manufacturer does 
not run full time when the harvests are light. The miner may burrow in 
the earth for the precious metals. But if he makes a bonanza strike he 
emerges only to find that a fortune is of no benefit to a man when there is 
nothing to buy. If, perchance, the man with gold can give it in exchange 
for the little there is, albeit he gives more in price, he finds that the gold 
is measured by the good in all things, and his gold becomes the more useful 
when there is abundance than when there is scarcity. And so it is that 
the crops themselves measure the value of the medium of exchange when it 
comes to the value in use. The value in exchange being subject to those 
conditions which lie in the nature of things and depend not only on the will 
of man but on the natural laws that are never abrogated. Trade and the 
personal welfare of the trader depend first on the crops. And the money 
that is needed to move and to make the crops, through the emission of credit 
by the banking institutions of the country, increases with the increase in 
production. 

Credit a True Index of Production 


Take the volume of credit at an average for any period of five or ten 
years in our country where there is a free domestic trade and the figures 
will index the state of the crops. No artificial legislation can bring this 
sort of prosperity. It is the favor of the Infinite. And the banker when he 
fills the earth with credit is but writing the expression of the infinite good 
will to man as shown in the bountiful crops that minister to his comfort. 


All Credits Meet at the Bank 


Looking at the very first step in this relation of credit to crops and we 
find that the farmer comes to his local banker for seed money. It may be 
that he will not use a single dollar of actual cash. But credit now is money 
to him. He buys the seed to plant and the machine to plant with. Going 
to the other extreme, we find that in the large centers of the country there 
are men who buy and sell the grains of the world, and really never handle 
a dollar’s worth of them in actuality. They are the speculators on ’Change. 
They may be of benefit in some ways in enhancing price and in fixing price. 
But they are a menace to legitimate trade in that they create a need for credit 
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that does not handle the crops of the world, but bases all on the judgment 
of what will be the total production of nation and state. Between these 
two extremes, taking in the toiler, the professional man, the merchant, 
manufacturer, miner, all are dependent on the crops that are brought about 
by the agency of the bank’s credits. Prosperity here is resultant on free 
trade. The speculative credits due to crop reports are of no value to the 
world of production. And since these speculations are based on the real 
industry of the land that lies behind all credit they by so much weaken 
the credit basis and weaken the banking system. The banks are indices 
of credit volume. The crops are the credit barometer of all trade. And 
taken together the credits and the crops write the history of the future 
of all our domestic trade and industry. The banker for this reason studies 
‘the crops with watchful interest that he may know what basis there will 
be for trade expansion. He must know that failure means contraction. 
And too rapid contraction means the end of any prosperity which may 
have grown out of continuous plentiful harvests and resultant commerce. 


Crops Demand Recurring Credit Issues 


The banker studies agricultural conditions from two standpoints. In 
the first place he must take care of the local interests. If there is to be an 
extra demand for money during harvest time then he must supply it and it is 
a constant study to know when and how to do this. Today one of the great 
acknowledged needs of the banking business is a means of issue that will 
provide a more elastic currency to meet the needs of crop moving. It is 
proposed to give the banks additional means either by an individual issue 
or by a great central institution that shall supply the banks themselves. 
It is said to be the crying need of the hour. And yet the testimony of the 
National Monetary Commission, obtained in England, is to the effect that 
the increasing use of checks renders the matter of an emergency issue 
there not of immediate importance. From this we may well argue that 
the crop conditions will be met in this country if the banking facilities are 
enlarged and the people are educated to take advantage of these banking 
helps. It is a problem then that the banker may meet as he will, but one 
of his best means of increasing business and warding off the burden of 
sudden ealls for currency is to try and educate his own immediate con- 
stituency in the use and usefulness of the check. 


Failure of Harvest Brings Contraction 


Then in the farther view the banker in the interior studies the crops as 
a whole for the reason that there is a direct response between the metro- 
politan bank and the crops as a whole. During the passing spring and 
summer months we have noted a drawing down of the deposits of the city 
banks to meet the current needs of the country banks. It is attributed to 
buying land. Whatever the cause may be if the crops of the fall shall be 
large and the demand likewise then there may come a stringency that will 
tax the banks heavily. 
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Thus the prairie farmer and the Wall street speculator are both con- 
tinually in the eye of the reflective banker, and while it is impossible for 
one man to control these vast powers that swell and sway in our interstate 
traffic the banker can keep a larger reserve who is forewarned, and ought 
to do so. If the crops are not to be sent abroad and there has been heavy 
buying of the products of other countries it follows that gold must go out 
to pay our debts. And it is corollary of this that the way to keep gold is to 
export larger quantities and values than we import. If there is any bar 
that stands in the way it is a menace to the bank that must send out the 
gold and it is a hardship to the remote prairie farmer who must bear the 
brunt of the loss, either in a lack of circulating medium, or in a higher price 
for the credit which he must use. 


Industry and Credit Expansion 


But the whole matter brings us to the consideration of some economic, 
if not moral truths. The Wall street promoter, who is engaged in floating 
enterprises that are wholly in excess of the normal needs of the people, may 
bring to the toiler on the farms of the West a condition of trade wherein 
credit, which is the mainstay of each, will no longer be adequate, and then 
panic, industrial crisis, credit contraction, ruin, and readjustment may, and 
in some cases must, follow. To look at the barometer of the crops one must 
take into account all the effects that a series of good crops produce. Money 
being made thus plentiful, capital seeking for investment, there results a 


tying up of substance in enterprises which, if they are not speculative, are 
still problematical, and, being thus diminished, the credit cannot longer be 
adequate and flexible, and there must come serious disaster to business 
everywhere, for all kinds are interdependent to some degree. 


Stability of Credit Responsive to International Trade 


Credit in mass can only be stable when there is free exchange of the 
world’s products. And one of the first considerations of those who deal in 
credits, of the bankers as a whole, should be to so seek to readjust the trade 
relations of the nations of the earth as that each will be able to use its pro- 
ductive capacity for all it is worth in gold as well as in human good. It is 
not a political question then to say that the taxing customs of the nations 
have to do with the credit of the nations through the balances of trade. We 
as a people are entitled to our full worth according to the soils and climates 
the toilers and the crops that we have. And so with every other nation. 
And if it must be by a non-partisan tariff commission, or by even a congres- 
sional readjustment by law, or by a freer trade, then it is incumbent on the 
bankers of the nation to insist that trade be allowed to follow the lines of 
least resistance, that we gain an ascendency which is ours by reason of our 
natural products and our national industry and inventive genius, to the end 
that we obtain such strength as that there will be no more panics through 
a scarcity of gold, and there will be no more suffering through an enforced 
and sudden contraction of credit. The bank itself must-look, not only at 
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world conditions, but it ought to exert its influence to the end that credit 
and trade be responsive to each other, and there be no time when any in- 
dustry, or any individual, shall need credit, or cash, and find it not at the 
bank of his choice. To study the crops in their larger aspects is to become 
cognizant of these facts. And the duty of vigorous expression through 
business channels will follow. There is no law that is greater than the 
natural laws of which we speak, and when they are unimpeded by artificial 
law, they can be read the more clearly. 


Domestic Loans and Foreign Exchange 


Thus it is that even in the small country bank the questions of local 
demand for crop purposes and the foreign exchange come together. It is 
as vital to know one as the other. And if the banker would be constant 
master of the local situation he must also understand the great underlying 
laws of tradé which affect the gold supply and thus the city banker’s reserve 
and through him the furnishing of extra money when for any reason there 
is extra demand. Nor can the banker who is alert fail to note the remote 
as well as the immediate causes. If he would be full armed in his business 
he must know the bearing that foreign exchange has on the loan which 
the farmer demands at seed time and harvest. It becomes a corresponding 
duty to express his economic convictions in defiance of any party demands 
that may be made upon him. For the party demand that is 
at variance with the great underlying natural laws which govern 
the rivers of trade that flow through the world is but a 
detriment to business and a harm to the people. Credit is the 
agency that moves the whole. It is needed all the time. The bank is the 
sole institution given to the manufacture of credit and its use and sale. 
If it can furnish the relief then it lies with the people to be their own masters 
and to bring to themselves their own relief. If there is no demand for one 
pound notes by the bankers in England, as is disclosed by questions of the 
Monetary Commission, if there is no need for an expansion of issue power 
in banks outside the Bank of England and the few provincial banks that 
yet have the right of issue, then why in our own country should there be 
brought into being a central institution that will control the gold supply 
and the note issue to the suppression of the present individual right of 
issue, especially when the foreign testimony indicates a lessened demand 
there through increasing use of checks? 


A Great Credit Nation Because Great in Agriculture 


The mind recurs to the thought that agriculture is the basis of all trade 
and that our nation is peculiarly an agricultural one. If we can but send 
our surplus abroad, if we can but market our inventive genius, if we can but 
enter the ports of the world in our own ships with our surplus of manu- 
facture, then we shall have our full credit making power and gold will be 
ours in abundance according to the laws of supply and demand. If the 
Bank of England can attract gold from all the nations of the earth by 
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raising the bank rate, then forsooth we who have an abundance that must 
be sold and banks that are inherently great, may take care of our gold and 
bring to ourselves by the double law of surplus sales (or balance of trade) 
and banking facilities, all the good that results through commercial credit 
expended in international stock. The vast interior valley of the Mississippi, 
the home of so many puissant states, means the stable basis of banking 
through the wealth of agriculture. There remains but ampler facilities for 
the use of this credit making power to solve our domestic problems by 
solving our foreign problems. 

Let us then consider the banking problems of the future in the light of 
that trade which, like the orient light, circles the earth and brings blessings 
to every home. Let us believe that the way out lies through a knowledge 
of nature. Let us act in the conviction that there is but need for the utiliza- 
tion of that credit force which is based on our soils and the industries of 
our toilers to solve the slightly embarrassing problem of furnishing an 
emergency currency that shall answer every requirement. In fact, may we 
not believe that through the industrial and commercial accretion of the 
years there is a growing solution of our banking difficulties as there is an 
advancement in our social, economic and political life? 


COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM OF CREDITS

Paper read by National Bank Examiner for Philadelphia, at the meeting of Examiners 
recently in New York 


It is an axiom that the bulwark of a lending institution is to be found 
in the stability of its loans. It is also a well known fact in financial history 
that only a very small percentage of banks are wrecked by other means 
than bad loans, whether made to inside interests or outside borrowers. When 
the former element enters into the destruction of a bank it is the result 
either of gross negligence on the part of the directors, or, what is more 
likely, their criminal culpability, and no system of checking credits can 
be devised which will correct such abuses. 

If, because of ignorance on the part of directors, or through wilful 
neglect of their duties, the president or cashier, or both, are left in sole 
charge of the placing of loans, and the latte” are careless in investigating 
credits, or through faulty system encumber bank with bad paper, then 
the system is wrong and stands in need of correc ion. 
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The present Comptroller of the Currency has gone a long way toward 
correcting some of the abuses in many banks by insisting on proper diree- 
toral management, and it is the purpose of this article, while recognizing the 
comparative value of the present system of credits, to indicate some of its 
limitations. 

Assuming that a bank is managed by competent officers of tried integ- 
rity, in the best interests of its depositors and stockholders, what safe- 
guards may be thrown around its loans and to what extent should the 
various elements dominating credits be scrutinized and analyzed? 

How Credits May Be Determined 

As a general proposition, methods of determining credits may be divided 
into three factors: 

First: Credit Departments, localized in individual institutions. 

Second: Clearing House Associations, embracing a number of banks in 
a given territory; and 

Third: A Central Bureau of Credits, organized and maintained by the 
banks of the United States. 


Relative Merits of Several Methods 


For the purpose of more clearly defining the relative merits of the several 

propositions they will be discussed seriatim: 
First—Individual Credit Departments 

All city banks, as a rule, maintain credit departments, which collate 
data relative to borrowers for the purpose of fixing a line of credit. Their 
sources of information are: 

(A) The Borrower—The bulk of the business of this country is done on 
credit. Since such is the case it is a trueism that a borrower is worth, not 
what he owns, but what he owes, and his inclination in making statements 
is to minimize the latter amount. All figures coming from him are ex parte 
and made solely for the purpose of obtaining credit. To that extent they 
are difficult of verification and the bank’s knowledge of the subject is neces- 
sarily limited. It is almost impossible for the credit department to keep 
sufficiently in touch with the borrower to know the full scope of his opera- 
tions and the extent to which his commitments may be found in other 
localities. 

Note Brokers Complicate Matters 


The growing practice of extending lines through irresponsible note 
brokers in territory far removed from the base of operations is another fac- 
tor which increases the difficulty of checking credits, and the natural ten- 
dency of the borrower to conceal such extensions is a strong argument 
against the acceptance of his statements, ipso facto. 

(B) The Mercantile Agencies—It is admitted that the agencies of today 
are potent factors in checking over-extension and reducing failures; but 
their efforts are futile to just such extent as they rely upon prejudiced state- 
ments and ex parte figures. Their inquiries are carefully made, their local 
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agents are in touch with the personnel of the borrowers (who are generally 
their subscribers) and with the character and comparative volume of their 
business ; but what do they know of the concealed debts? From what source 
can they derive information of the amount of bills payable surreptitiously 
floated in distant localities? They do not audit the books; they seldom suc- 
ceed in obtaining anything but local data; they may be able to ‘‘size up”’ 
their man; but while the psychological equation is of some value it is a 
pitiful foundation for credit. 

(C) Personal Inquiries—It is not the intent of the writer to deprecate 
the value of character as a factor in extending credit, nor minimize the 
extent to which a good reputation may influence accommodation; but even 
when taken in conjunction with signed statements, either direct or through 
mercantile agencies, personal integrity is not incorporate, and an individual 
partner’s honesty of purpose may be obscured by the ‘‘business policy”’ of 
his associates. Crying commentaries upon the fallibility of human percep- 
tion are found in the debit side of the Profit and Loss account of many 


banks, as a result of misreading character, and are commonly known as 
‘“bad loans.’’ 


Credit Is a Delicate Subject 


All bankers recognize the fact that credit is as delicate and susceptible 
of destruction as the filmiest spider’s web. The slightest breath of suspicion, 
a zephyred whisper, a veiled innuendo, even a cautious inquiry, may pro- 
duce results disastrous both to lender and borrower. Discreet credit men 
know this and use such methods with extreme caution. 

Another deterrent to the value of personal inquiry is the all too regrettable 
competition and resultant jealousy between banks. While this, to some 
extent, is being gradually eliminated by self-defensive cohesion against the 
false statements of tricky borrowers, yet the process of evolution is so slow 
that banks will break and rogues will laugh before an entente cordiale shall. 
have been established between financial institutions under present methods. 

Second—Clearing House Associations 

In some sections of the United States, mainly in large cities, there have 
been formed Clearing House Associations embracing a number of banks in 
a given territory. These associations were not organized so much for the 
protection of the banks against dishonest borrowers as for convenience in 
making exchanges; but the soil is ripe for a militant operation against 
extended and disreputable lines, and the time is not far distant when organi- 
zations of wide scope will be formed for mutual protection, not only in cities 
but in eountry districts. 


Sources of Credit Information 


Such organizations might gather their data from: 

(A) Clearing House Examiners—It is unfortunate that, with but few 
exceptions, Clearing House managers have either failed to realize or have 
willfully ignored the value of a periodical examination of associated banks 
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by a competent examiner employed by them. Fortunately the progressive 
policy adopted by the present Comptroller of the Currency, Lawrence O. 
Murray, will stimulate action along these lines and ultimately result in 
incalculable benefit. In an address delivered before the American Bankers’ 
Association at Chicago, on September 14, 1909, Mr. Murray said: ‘‘I am 
heartily in favor of Clearing House examiners, and have instructed the 
National Bank Examiners to co-operate with them fully; but the great 
majority of the Clearing Houses have no examiners. In all such cases, how- 
ever, the Clearing Houses may, if they desire, utilize the results of the work 
of National Bank Examiners. If any Clearing House Association in the 
United States, no matter how large or how small, requests me to have the 
National Bank Examiner for the district in which it is located, co-operate 
with the Clearing House Examiner in the interest of better and more con- 
servative banking, I will direct the Bank Examiner to do so.”’ 


Co-operation With Examiners Needed 


This is a long step im the right direction; but even if it were in opera- 
tion the results would be purely local, and purchased paper covering a wider 
area could still ‘‘run amuck.’’ The chronic borrower, his home field limited, 
his paper under espionage, would simply widen his horizon, and, like 
Alexander seeking new worlds to conquer, would extend his lines to distant 
fields and become a ‘‘steady boarder’’ in the demand loans of unprotected 
banks. 

(B) Interchange of Credit Data—There are a number of important ele- 
ments entering into the exchange of information which preclude that method 
of checking credits from being successful under present conditions, first 
and foremost of which is competition, that bugbear of conservative bankers. 

‘*To have and to hold’’ seems to be the motto of many banks, and rather 
than divulge to a competitor any unfavorable news of a client, particularly 
if his deposit figures in their published statement of condition, they will 
nurse him along, renew him on payment of interest, the while they keep 
one eye on his balance and the other on his available assets; but never, Oh! 
never a word to the inquirer as to his decrepitude. The chances are that 
they will pay interest on his balance to keep the other fellow from getting 
him. 

Undignified Scramble for Deposits 


Another element of uncertainty in this utilitarian scheme of helping each 
other along is the undignified scramble for deposits, whereby the borrower 
with a small deposit and a large line is approached by agents of other banks 
to shift his account on promise of greater accommodation. Most bankers 
know these ‘‘tricks of the trade’’ and are stone deaf to confidential dis- 
closures from their competitors reflecting upon their clients. As a matter 
of fact it is a question whether they will recover their hearing so long as 
the depositor maintains a balance sufficiently large to pay the interest on 
his loans. 
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These facts are submitted, not as concrete propositions, but simply to 
indicate some of the difficulties in the way of establishing a comprehensive 
system of credits so long as its component parts are so weakly subservient 
to competition and self-aggrandizement. 


Third—A Central Bureau of Credits 


It may be stated as a most ludicrous proposition that while the butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick maker have their credit bureaus, the bankers, 
who are the largest purveyors of credit in the world, are woefully lacking 
in that respect. When one takes into consideration the vast sums involved; 
the wide distribution of paper of diverse interests placed in banks solely 
upon past reputation; the growing tendency to expansion and inflation 
caused by the ease with which irresponsible brokers market notes of equally 
irresponsible makers; the facility with which over-extended lines may be 
concealed; the strictly local nature of credit data; the keen competition for 
deposits whereby the ratio between balances and loans is out of all propor- 
tion, and the large sums annually charged off as losses, it would seem almost 
incredible that bankers have not realized the necessity for concerted action 
and adopted some method of correcting present abuses. 


Lawrence 0. Murray’s Work 


When the great department stores awoke to the fact that the best and 
quickest way to increase sales was to sell on credit through open account 
to wage earners whose rating would have been scoffed at by mercantile 
agencies, it did not take them long to realize that in mutuality lay their only 
safeguard against losses on bad accounts, and the formation of the credit 
bureau with its indispensible ‘‘black list’’ was the result. The same is 
equally true of many other mercantile lines, and what they have done the 
banks can do. 

For the first time within the memory of the writer, a Comptroller of the 
Currency, Lawrence O. Murray, has indicated his desire to work in harmony 
with the banks under his jurisdiction to the end that a check may be kept 
on extended lines and the best interests of their creditors subserved through 
the exclusion of bad loans. Furthermore, Mr. Murray has publicly offered 
to the bankers the services of the National Bank Examiners for that pur- 
pose, and will use the powerful machinery of his department to obtain that 
end. What greater incentive to determined effort on the part of the bankers 
of the United States could be desired? 


Suggests Central Bureau of Credits 


If a Central Bureau of Credits were organized, to attain the maximum 
results it should include as subscribers, not only National, but State insti- 
tutions, and should be maintained by a pro rata assessment upon its members 
in the proportion that their gross liabilities bore to the total liabilities of 
the associated banks. The criticism may be offered that it would be imprae- 
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ticable to make the association of value without the concurrence of the bank- 
ing departments of the respective states; that in order to determine the 
line of a given borrower his existent accommodation in every lending insti- 
tution in the United States should be known to the bureau. It is admitted 
that such criticism is reasonable and that the difficulties of obtaining a per- 
fect community of interest are great; but they are not insuperable. There 
is not a banker, large or small, National or State, who does not recognize 
the inestimable value of any source of information showing the full extent 
of a borrower’s liabilities, and to just that extent they will work in harmony. 
That the efforts of Mr. Murray to interest State Banking Departments in 
thorough co-operation toward a common end have not proved fruitless, is 
indicated in the following extract from the annual report of the Hon. Orion 
H. Cheney, Superintendent of Banks of the State of New York for the year 
1909: 

‘‘The system of credits begun something over a year ago has proved to 
be of great importance and value to the department. It furnishes a list of _ 
all large borrowers in state institutions, showing the aggregate of the com- 
mitments of each and affording an invaluable basis for determining the 
safety of loans. The efficiency of this system has been largely augmented 
through co-operation of the Comptroller of the Currency, who has recently 
established a similar system in connection with his supervision of National 
Banks.’’ 


New York Sets an Example 


What the State of New York has done can be done by other states, and 
it is up to the bankers to exercise their powerful influence to that end. 
The cornerstone of a great institution has been laid by the Comptroller of 
the Currency and the Superintendent of Banks of the State of New York, 
and they stand committed to furnishing the laborers for completing the 
structure. The banks have the material. Can they sink their personal 
jealousies and work in harmony for the good of the greatest number? Only 
time ean tell, and though the process of evolution be slow, yet the period is 
not far distant when the dictates of common sense for a common purpose 
will sweep away the puerile difficulties of competition and place the banking 
interests beyond the depredations of a horde of unscruplous barnacles who 
now encumber the financial institutions of our country. 

If a Central Bureau of Credits were organized its sources of information 
might be: 

(A) The Examiners—It should be their duty to keep an accurate record 
of all unsecured lines of say $5,000 and over, compiled from their respective 
examinations. Such records should be entered in a liability ledger and so 
arranged that under each name would be shown its commitments in the 
several banks and preferably by monthly maturities. Upon completion of 
his examination the Examiner should forward to the Central Bureau a com- 
plete list of such extended lines and large borrowers without, however, dis- 
closing the name of the bank in which the paper is located. The Bureau in 
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turn would enter the lines in their liability ledger or card system. By this 
method the Central Bureau would have the commitments of large borrowers 
without their location, and this would obviate the disclosure of the affairs of 
individual banks. Thus the one great objection heretofore existing to a 
Central Bureau would be removed. 


How This Plan Should Work Out 


In order that such data may be of practical value it is essential that 
monthly maturities be shown, for the reason that figures secured at semi- 
annual examinations would not embrace such additional paper as might be 
taken on ad interim, nor exclude anticipated payments. All such changes 
between examinations should be communicated to the examiner by the bank 
holding the paper, and the record changed accordingly. A suitable blank 
for this purpose could be prepared and a supply kept at the respective banks. 
Starting, we will assume, at a given examination, the lines of which it is 
contemplated to keep a record would be known, and any additions thereto 
or changes therein subsequent to such examination, could, with but little 
labor, be entered on the blank, say every thirty days, and forwarded to the 
examiner who would make the necessary changes on his records and 
promptly transmit the data to the Central Bureau. 

The objection may be raised that this system would entail much addi- 
tional labor on the examiners, and that the banks might not be willing to 
keep them accurately advised of changes. With reference to the first, the 
position is tenable, so far as country districts are concerned; but as the 
Comptroller of the Currency has already directed examiners to keep such 
record, the only additional labor would be in increased correspondence. It 
is to be hoped that the Monetary Commission will change the remuneration 
of country examiners so that they will be properly compensated for their 
work. In large cities, where examiners employ assistants, the objection 
would not apply. 


Need of Co-operation of the Banks 


So far as the second criticism is concerned, it is not likely that any bank 
who was a member of the association would object to using any method 
which would make the credit system a success, but on the contrary would 
exert every effort to keep the examiners posted as to changes, and work in 
thorough harmony with them. It would be only a very short time until, 
by process of elimination, the chronic borrowers were located and the labor 
minimized. Meanwhile, the knowledge that their commitments were being 
systematically recorded would have a deterrent effect on dishonest bor- 
rowers, and irresponsible brokers would find no market for their wares. 

(B) The Usual Channels—When the above sources of information are 
supplemented by the prevailing methods of securing credit data, it would 
seem as though the days of over-extension were past. Certainly the co-opera- 
tion of the National Government, the several State Departments, the mer- 
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eantile agencies, and the banks, should form a mighty combination by means 
of which the tricky borrower will lose his occupation and the number of 
dishonest failures be reduced to practically nil. 

It has not, been the purpose of this article to do more than merely out- 
line a method whereby the stability of loans may be assured and to indicate 
the value of such powerful assistance as has been offered by the Comptroller 
of the Currency. Details of organization, location of the Central Bureau 
and other matters pertaining to its maintenance, are subsidiary to the great 
and ajl-important facts that the need of a comprehensive system of credits 
is a surety and a Central Bureau of Credits a necessity. 


DANGER OF EXCESSIVE BANK CREDITS 
BY F. L. KLEIN 


Excerpt from paper read by Denver National Bank Examiner at the meeting held recently 
in New York 


There are apparently a number of interpretations of this subject which 
appear to be correct; for example, there are those of the opinion that an 
extended line of credit constitutes accommodations to one person, firm or 
corporation by more than one bank, and in which the department appears 
to concur. However, in the opinion of the writer, a line of credit to any 
person, firm or corporation which exceeds the quick assets of the borrower, 
is an extended line of credit, notwithstanding that under normal conditions 
many lines in this category, when surrounded by character and ability, are a 
safe and profitable risk, but in the event of a sudden financial depression the 
bank would in all probability suffer loss, if not financial ruin, if carried to 
extreme. Usually loans of this character in the outstart are not in this class 
by reason of the fact that the management frequently, where inadequate 
eredit files are kept, rely too much upon first impressions and from time to 
time make renewals, with interest and additional principal added, to an 
extent as to eventually find the bank to be a partner in the business. 


Evils of So-Called Excessive Loans 


Infrequently a bank will extend an accommodation to one person, firm 
or corporation beyond the legal limit, which results in a so-called ‘‘ Excessive 
Loan,’’ and if carried to the extreme might mean the insolvency of the bank. 
Of what appears to be of greater danger is the acceptance by the bank, 
from those who have already been accorded the legal limit, accommodation 
paper, the makers of which are financially irresponsible. Such methods are 
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an indirect violation of the law governing a limited line of credit, and which 
invariably results in embarrassment to the bank, if not loss. In this connec- 
tion it is also possible for a banker to extend a dangerous line of credit while 
remaining within the law; for instance, should a credit customer borrow 
from a bank an amount equivalent to one-tenth of the capital and surplus 
of the bank and, in addition thereto, rediscount with the bank in question a 
line of bills receivable taken in good faith against actual existing values? 
Unless great care is exercised by the bank in question to ascertain the finan- 
cial status and solvency of the maker of the paper offered to the banker by 
its customer for rediscount, refusing such as are issued for a long period, 
there is the danger in perilous times of the borrower’s inability to retire or 
reduce his direct loan, especially if his quick assets did not exceed his direct 
line of credit. At such a time his customers, in all likelihood, would be con- 
fronted with the same conditions. Therefore it would be apparently impos- 
sible for the banks to realize on the direct paper of the borrower or that re- 
discounted by him. Under these circumstances it is obviously true that the 
bank in question would be extending itself to meet the requirements of its 
own customers, also, perhaps, the customers of other banking institutions 
whose paper is under rediscount. \ 


Borrowers Whose Business Warrants Line of Rediscounts 


There are those borrowers whose character of business would warrant a 
certain line of rediscounts, while on the other hand there are those borrow- 
ers with an equal financial strength, character and capacity whose business 
would not warrant an equal line of rediscounted paper. The fact that con- 
ditions in one case require diverse treatment in another makes it difficult to 
determine a fixed example to this question. 

-After having extended a full line of credit to a corporation, the making 
of loans to officers, directors or stockholders of said corporation, unless said 
officers, directors or stockholders are possessed of other available means, con- 
clusively means to extend an additional line of credit to the corporation 
itself, the practice of which is dangerous under normal conditions, as it 
would be practically impossible for the individual to meet his obligation in 
the event that the corporation issuing the stock is unsuccessful. Another 
grave danger in this connection is an extended line of credit to a number of 
persons, firms or corporations using the credit more or less as capital in their 
respective interests. 


Extension of Credit Out of Proportion—Too Quick Assets Dangerous 


To make a practice of extending a number of borrowers credit out of pro- 
portion to their financial strength or quick assets in times of depression in 
all probability would mean embarrassment if not financial ruin to the bank 
in question, inasmuch as a large proportion of the assets of the bank would 
be absorbed by comparatively few borrowers, who, because of the fact that 
they have used their credit to the limit and in proportion to their available 
capital, find it difficulty if not impossible to meet their obligation. Under 
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depressed conditions. the bank therefore would find it impossible to meet the 
demands of depositors occasioned by the unexpected. Frequently a line of 
credit extended to one person, firm or corporation, while within the limit 
which the bank in question may extend under the law to such borrowers, is 
out of proportion to the invested capital of the borrower. It is true that 
where character and ability on the part of the borrower exist the bank sel- 
dom suffers a loss. In this connection character of the borrower should be a 
secondary consideration by reason of the fact that honesty of purpose will 
not pay the dull, lethargic man’s debts. Character and capacity, however, 
with capital a minor factor, seldom result in embarrassment or loss to the 
bank, notwithstanding that the available funds of the bank in question 
would in a measure be tied up in the various businesses of the borrowers 


and in the event of distress not sufficiently liquid to meet the demands of 
depositors. 


CHICAGO’S REFORM IN BANK SUPERVISION 
By GEORGE E. ROBERTS 


Former President of the Chicago Clearing House Association and of The Commercial 
, National Bank of Chicago 


The system of clearing-house supervision over the condition of banks 
which use the clearing facilities was inaugurated in Chicago, and has sinee 
been adopted in Philadelphia, St. Louis, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, St. Paul and St. Joseph. The experience of the Chi- 
eago banks under it has been so satisfactory that nobody doubts its per- 
manency here, and reports indicate that wherever established it is generally 
accepted as an advanced and permanent step in banking organization. 

The immediate cause prompting the Chicago banks to take this step was 
the sudden emergency which confronted them when the Walsh failure oc- 
eurred. They were brought then face to face with a situation which threat- 
ened widespread demoralization, possible panic and inevitable loss of pres- 
tige to Chicago banking institutions, with no alternative but to get into the 
breach by assuming the obligations of the Walsh banks. They chose this 
alternative, involving though it did the possibility of serious loss, and al- 
though four years have passed since they put their money into it they still 
have millions tied up, and have all charged off from 25 to 50 per cent of 


their portions. 
Seek Practical Protective Method 


When the Chicago banks had caught their breath after this shock it was 
natural that as practical men they should consider how they might prevent 
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_its recurrence. Assuming that the decision made in the Walsh case was 
sound, and that the associated banks of Chicago could not afford to let one 
of their number fail, there seemed to be no escape from the conclusion that 
the banks as a body must have some control over the situation and know 
from day to day what their liabilities were. The action of the associated 
banks in the Walsh case has been used as an argument for the general policy 
of compelling the banks to guarantee each other’s deposits, but what the 
banks did in that case they definitely decided they could not afford to do 
in the future unless they had some control over these liabilities. Aeccord- 
ingly a competent examiner was employed, with the necessary staff to en- 
able him to do his work effectively, and since then the associated banks of 
Chicago have felt that they were protected from a recurrence of the Walsh 
affair. 


Includes Fifty-eight Institutions 


The associated banks of Chicago comprise in all fifty-eight institutions, of 
which eighteen constitute the regular membership of the Clearing-House 
Association. The other forty are smaller banks which, under the rules of 
the association, are accorded the privilege of clearing through the regular 
members. The examinations extend to both classes and are of the most 
thorough character. In the first place the fact that the examiners are con- 
fined in their work to the Chicago district and are passing from one local 
bank to another constantly, enables them to become more familiar with the 
paper than if they covered more territory. Secondly, they are working 
under the supervision and instructions of the clearing-house committee, 
which is composed of experienced and able bankers who know the local con- 
ditions and who are interested in keeping the situation free from weak spots. 


Independent Examination Exhaustive 


After each examination a detailed report is prepared in duplicate, setting 
forth a description of the bank’s loans and other assets, making particular 
mention of any accommodations (if such are found) to officers, directors 
or corporations in which they are interested, and describing conditions fully. 
One of these is filed in the vaults of the clearing-house and the other is 
handed to the bank’s president for the use of its directors. A personal 
letter is sent by the examiner to each director, notifying him that a copy 
of the report is in the president’s hands for his inspection. The purpose is 
to offer every director an opportunity to see the report and to impress upon 
him that he has a responsibility in the management of the bank. 


Special Reports Are Also Big Factor 


A special report in briefer form is prepared in every case and read to the 
clearing-house committee at meetings called for this purpose. This report 
calls the attention of the committee to any features of the report which in 
the opinion of the examiner should have its attention. In this way its par- 
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ticular interest is enlisted in any irregularities, dangerous tendencies or 
doubtful assets, and the opinion of the examiner upon the general condition 
of the bank is expressed. If an examination discloses undesirable assets the 
committee then takes the matter up with the officers of the bank and sug- 
gests or requires that they be disposed of. The matter is gone over in an 
amicable way, and the advice of the committee is usually well received and 
cheerfully adopted. The authority of the clearing-house, of course, is lim- 
ited to expulsion from the association, a penalty, however, which no mem- 
ber would want to sustain. 


Advantages of Independent Supervision 


As a matter of fact, there can be no question that this supervision and 
counsel have been not only advantageous to the general situation, but bene- 
ficial and in the end greatly valued by the individual banks which at times 
have been under criticism. They have received information which has been 
instrumental in protecting them from losses. Men young in experience and 
new in the business have had the dangers of unsound policies pointed out 
to them. It is scarcely possible to overestimate the value of this friendly 
counsel on the part of men of wide experience and long service, the vet- 
erans of the banking profession, to younger men. It is something particu- 
larly needed in the United States, because banking in this country is less 
a trained profession than in most other countries. There were on December 


31, 1909, in all the British Isles only 171 banking institutions, as compared 
with 58 in the city and suburbs of Chicago, which are associated with this 
clearing house, the British institutions having nearly 8,000 branches. This 
fact will explain why the selected few who reach the positions of control in 
banks abroad are more likely to be trained in the science of the business than 
the men who head all of the 20,000 individual banks in the United States. 


Check on Inexperienced Bankers 


In this country men are entering the banking business constantly from 
other occupations; there is nothing to prevent, if they have the capital to 
buy or start a bank. It is a dangerous business for the inexperienced man— 
one in which experience may easily be costly. It has its temptations unless 
men are grounded in certain fundamental principles, and it is quite possi- 
ble for men of limited experience to drift into imprudent practices without 
realizing that that way danger lies. 

There exists finally the immense deterent influence which the simple fact 
of clearing-house supervision exerts. Every banker knows that the assets 
of his institution must pass under this competent, searching scrutiny, and 
both pride and interest urge him to avoid criticism. 


Result of Reform in Supervision in Chicago 


The result of this work has been to give the bankers of Chicago a sense 
of security in the local situation which they never could have before. They 
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feel that the clearing-house association is in control, that the experience and 
judgment of its leaders is supplementing that of the individual bankers, and 
that the unexpected, at least in serious proportions, is not likely to happen 
again. Furthermore, they have the satisfaction of seeing their somewhat 
radical innovation adopted elsewhere, until it seems likely to become an es- 
sential principle of the American banking system. 


POSTAL SAVINGS SYSTEM

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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Money continues in demand despite the 
move some of the restrictions that were 
urged when the activity in land last spring 
caused anxiety lest the crop moving sit- 
uation should bring a period of stringency. 
There is an easier tendency in money but 
the demand at such centers as Chicago 
continues to about equal the maturities 
of loans which are being met promptly. 
The demand, however, is not an unnatural 
one and comes from merchants and others 
who have been curtailing for many weeks 
and now find their stocks so depleted as to 
require a gradual restocking. 

But the banker as a rule regards the 
situation as sound and the increasing ac- 
tivity in business, though slow, as exceed- 
ingly heavy and few there are who look 
for anything like tight money this fall. 
In fact few expected to see rates at Chi- 
eago higher than 6 per cent, a decidedly 
better situation than the most sanguine 
looked for a few weeks ago. 

Business has had a relaxation that in 
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some lines was marked while in others 
was less drastic, but on the whole condi- 
tions at this season of the year and on 
the eve of a congressional election of the 
character of the one that we are about 
to prepare for, are fairly satisfactory. 
The steel industry is suffering from the 
let-up just now, but this is natural when 
considered in the light of the stagnant 
bond market which we have experienced 
during the last year. Had we not experi- 
enced such a relaxation in business, no 
doubt the country would have entered a 
period of drastic liquidation. Nor is the 
present liquidation over. That there are 
some lines where further liquidation is 
necessary is admitted by bankers, and ere 
long they expect to find some further 
changes, but this liquidation is not of a 
character that will seriously disturb gen- 
eral business. In fact, it should be bene- 
ficial, for it will affect some of our food 
products. 


The bond market is puzzling. Instead 
of a buying power manifesting itself at 
the present attractive level for some of 
the seasoned high-grade bonds, the in- 
vestor continues to hold aloof. No satis- 
factory reason for this has been offered 
unless it be that too much of the liquid 
capital of the country has been tied up 
in securities and other investments that 
are not liquid. But the crops are turning 
out even better than the most sanguine 
had expected and the foreign demand for 
sueh necessities of life as wheat has sud- 
denly sprung up in a way that is exceed- 
ingly promising. Whether this foreign 
demand for our cereal is of the perma- 
nent character that has been hoped for or 
is a mere spasm of speculative buying is 
difficult to determine. For the present it 
is the most healthful and satisfactory omen 
in the situation. ‘ 


The new crop is coming to market sat- 
isfactorily and the country banks are re- 
ducing their loans made at the reserve 
banks at the time of the land movement 
last March. Individual deposits are in- 
creasing, probably from the business let- 
up, but bank balances are showing a little 
improvement at the reserve centers. The 
national banks are earning good profits 
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but the trust companies as a rule are suf- 
fering from the stagnation of the bond 
market and from the decline in prices of 
high-grade bonds. Just how much has 
been charged by these institutions is a 
matter of conjecture but that it will show 
in the profits for the year is clear unless 
the next few ‘months show a revival in the 
bond market as would be natural with the 
improvement in the money market and the 
release of business.

That the country is still shy of invest- 
ment funds and the extravagance of the 
last few years is telling somewhat on the 
buying power is not questioned by bankers. 
There is a better tendency even in this 
direction, however, and people who a few 
weeks ago were inclined to ignore the 
warnings of such bankers as Joseph T. 
Talbert of the National City Bank of New 
York, who pointed out whither we were 
drifting, are now inclined to be more 
amenable to reason. 


Because of the careful and exhaustive 
analysis of the business and crop situation 
presented elsewhere by the Continental 
and Commercial National Bank in its an- 
nual report on these subjects, it is not 
necessary to discuss the subject at length. 
There is, however, every indication that we 
have scraped bottom in many lines and 
that the turn has come and that now the 
chief danger before us lies in the matur- 
ing of such crops as are growing and in 
the development in the political situation. 
The foreign situation is all that could be 
asked at the present. Money is working 
easier. abroad and the attitude of foreign 
investors toward our securities and com- 
modities is far more friendly than it was 
and there is no disposition to prevent our 
taking such gold as is needed here.

It will be recalled that during the period 
of intense depression following the panic 
of 1907, when the railroads were sustain- 
ing losses in gross earnings of $50,000,000 
to $60,000,000 a month (or at the rate of 
$600,000,000 to $700,000,000 a year), how 
one commissioner after another undertook 
to belittle these losses and to declare the 
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railroads were not so badly off after all— 
that if the managers would only go further 
back in making their comparisons and blot 
out of sight the more recent increases they 
would find that they were doing quite as 
well and earning as much money as they 
had some three or four years before. Now 
expenses are creeping higher. The fact is 
that growth is the normal state in this 
enterprising country further in the inter- 
val of three or four years enormous 
amounts of new capital had been put into 
the railroad system. It is necessary that 
earning should in like manner expand in 
order that the roads might net a return 
on the new capital. 


The Financial and Commercial Chronicle 
suggests that the reasons for the increase 
in expenses lie on the surface and are ap- 
parent to any one who has kept in touch 
with railroad affairs. Operating costs are 
rising in every direction, but the matter 
of higher wages is sufficient in itself to 
account for a very large portion of the 
augmentation. It is estimated that recent 
advances in wages will add 100 to 150 mil- 
lion dollars to the annual expenses of the 
railroads of the United States. This being 
so, it can readily be seen that the addi- 
tion from that cause in the case of every 
important system must be very large.

The U. S. Steel Corporation, Aug. 10, 
made public its first monthly statement 
showing the aggregate of unfilled orders 
on hand, in pursuance of the resolution to 
«hat effect proposed by J. P. Morgan at 
the meeting the last Tuesday in July and 
then adopted by the board of directors. 
As expected, the figures indicate a further 
lessening of activity in the iron and steel 
trades. The total of contracts on hand for 
July 31 is given as only 3,970,931 tons, as 
against 4,257,794 tons on June 30. On 
March 31 last the aggregate of unfilled 
orders was 5,402,514 tons and on Dee. 31, 
1909, it was 5,927,031 tons. Thus the Steel 
Corporation has an aggregate of future 
business on its books nearly 2,000,000 tons 
less than seven months ago. Building 
operations have recently been on a reduced 
scale, and that of course involves some 
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loss of tonnage in iron and steel; but the 
chief, the dominant, reason for the falling 
off is the diminution in the new orders by 
the railroads.

CANNON SUCCEEDS SIMMONS 


The board of trustees of the Fourth 
National Bank of New York have elected 
James G. Cannon president of that insti- 
tution to succeed the late J. Edward Sim- 
mons. Mr. Cannon had been vice presi- 
dent of the bank under Mr. Simmons for 
nearly twenty years, and it was generally 
expected that he would be chosen to fill 
the vacancy. Mr. Simmons had intended 
to retire next January and become chair- 
man of the board of directors, and Mr. 
Cannon was then to have been elected 
as his successor. Action in regard to fill- 
ing the vacancy in the board created by 
the death of Mr. Simmons may not be 
taken for some time. The same is also 
true in the matter of electing a vice presi- 
dent to take the place of Mr. Cannon. 


Among bankers Mr. Cannon is_ best 
known by his reforms in systematizing 
the credit departments of banks. He is 
considered one of the best authorities in 
the country on clearing houses and has 
slways taken a prominent part in the New 
York Clearing House. His book on 
‘*Clearing Houses” is an established text 
book on the subject. 

He was one of the organizers and a 
president of the National Association of 
Credit Men. He it was who first intro- 
duced the system of requiring merchants 
to supply statements of their condition 
when they desired to borrow. This prac- 
tice has since come into almost universal 
use among the banks in large cities and 
is fast gaining followers among coun- 
try banks. It has reorganized the credits 
of the United States and has played an 
important part in preventing bank fail- 
ures and has successfully conducted many 
important receiverships. 


Mr. Cannon, as chairman of the com- 
mittee on Finance and Curreney of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has presented sev- 
eral reports which have attracted wide 
attention, 


and which have aided the 
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movement for the better financial admin- 
istration of the city of New York. 

He has been offered the presidency of 
various banks and trust companies, but 
has always preferred his present work 


with the Fourth National. He is a direc- 
tor in the following corporations: Fifth 
Avenue Bank, Trow Directory Co., Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co., United States Mortgage & 
Trust Co., the United States Guarantee 
Co., the Franklin Savings Bank ‘and the 
H. W. Johns-Manville Co. 

It was a favorite remark of Mr. Sim- 
mons that in all his many years of close 
association with Mr. Cannon no unkind 
word had ever passed between them. Sit- 
ting opposite each other every day in all 
those years they had worked in perfect 
harmony for the interests of the Fourth 
National Bank. 

Mr. Cannon was educated in New York 
schools and entered the banking business 
in 1876. He started as a messenger with 
the Fifth Avenue Bank, the institution 
which has supplied so many of the most 
competent bank officials of New York 
city. It was not long before his extraor- 
dinary ability was recognized and he 
was elected vice president of the Fourth 
National. 





NEED OF BANK IN RUSSIA 


Consul General John H. Snodgrass out- 
lines what he considers an opportunity for 
the establishment of an American bank 
in Moscow. . 

A Russo-American bank would, he says, 
act as a working institution between the 
Russian manufacturer of cotton on the 
one hand and the American grower on the 
other. There would be no use for the 
middleman in this trade between Russia 
and the United States, which aggregates 
$50,000,000 a year. The bank would be 
the agent of the cotton raisers and would 
finance all transactions between them and 
the mill owners. As one manufacturer ex- 
pressed it to the writer: ‘‘Give us direct 
banking connections between the United 
States and Russia and a stable cotton 
market and we will increase our yearly 
purchase of cotton to $100,000,000.’’ 

In addition to this leading product of 
exportation the United States enjoys a 
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profitable and growing trade in agricul- 
tural machinery and implements, and is 
represented in practically every line of 
manufactures bought by Russia. The In- 
ternational Harvester Company has re- 
cently acquired the plant of the New 
York Air Brake Company in Moscow, and 
besides the manufacture of engines will 
produce harvesting machinery and agri- 
cultural implements. In the course of a 
year it will undoubtedly have the largest 
institution of the kind in Europe, and 
its support of an American bank at Mos- 
cow would go to make the institution a 
success from the start. 

The creation of such an _ institution 
would tend to promote friendly commer- 
cial relations between the two countries, 
and American trade would be appreciably 
extended throughout the confines of Rus- 
sia and Siberia. An American-Russian 
bank would only succeed through a coali- 
tion with an institution already in exist- 
ence having many branches thoroughly 
organized, a bank which already enjoys 
the confidence of the people through capa- 
ble management. Such an amalgamation 
would guarantee success for the reason 
that the up-to-date methods of the Ameri- 
can bankers could be introduced, while 
the experience and protection afforded by 
the Russian bankers in a country new to 
the American would be a most valuable 
asset to the organization. 


MAKE INROADS ON PROFITS 


- The half-yearly reports of the London 
joint stock banks emphasize the fact that 
investment conditions on this side do not 
differ from those in the States in the 
matter of profits from banking per se. 
The half year has been a favorable one, 
two months of highly profitable rates be- 
ing sandwiched between periods of fairly 
profitable rates as the two extremes of 
the half-year period. 

But the banks have again had to ‘‘ write 
down’’ or ‘‘write off’? the depreciation 
in investment securities; ‘‘particularly,’’ 
to quote Viscount Milner, chairman of the 
London Joint Stock Bank, Ltd., ‘‘of those 
‘gilteedged’ securities, ironically so 
ealled.’’ The decline in old-fashioned, 
high-grade investment securities is caused 
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by the competition of newer securities 
which pay the investor more profitable 
returns. These latter securities to ac- 
complish this result must necessarily in- 
volve greater risk and are not, therefore, 
such as our large banks can hold as in- 
vestments. But the new class of secur- 
ities are what private investors are every 
day demanding with greater zest. 


The London Joint Stock Bank provided 
£15,000 for depreciation in investment se- 
curities during the half year. This would 
have provided an additional 1 per cent to 
the half-yearly dividend. In explaining 
the situation Viscount Milner derived 
comfort from the fact that his bank had 
suffered from the depreciation less heav- 
ily than some of the institution’s neigh- 
bors. The half year’s business of the 
bank in question may be regarded in a 
broad sense as fairly symptomatic of all 
the progress of all the joint stock banks. 


“*It was only for about three months 
that we enjoyed the benefit of these fairly 
large, yet not excessive, rates, which are 
most advantageous to bankers,’’ said the 
chairman. ‘‘Still we should have had no 
cause whatever to complain if we had not 
once more suffered from the depreciation 
of securities, and particularly of those 
‘gilt-edged’ securities, ironically so called, 
which necessarily form the greater part 
of any bank’s investments. The £15,000 
we have provided for this depreciation 
represents just 1 per cent dividend for the 
half year. It is true that in this respect 
we seem to have suffered less heavily than 
some of our neighbors; but then we have 
been writing down securities out of profits 
for a number of years. The total amount 
thus absorbed has been enormous. It is 
necessary to bear this in mind when judg- 
ing our profits for quite a number of years 
back. The amount actually earned by us 
in our banking business has been much 
larger than the profits we have been able 
to dispose of, for year after year the fall 
in high-class securities has eaten into our 
earnings, and it is impossible to say 
whether that depreciation has even yet 
come to an end. The only consolation is 
that there must be some limit to the fall, 
even of consols, and if we have not yet 
actually touched bottom we must be very

near it. What I think may be predicted 
with certainty is that in the year ahead 
of us we cannot possibly suffer from the 
depreciation of securities to anything like 
the same extent to which we have suf- 
fered in the recent past. 

‘*At our last half-yearly meeting there 
was some, not unfriendly, criticism of the 
management of this bank on the part of 
one or two of the shareholders. They ad- 
mitted that our business was extraor- 
dinarily solid, and conducted on the sound- 
est principles. But it was suggested that 
we were not sufficiently up to date in our 
methods, not sufficiently enterprising, or, 
to use a now fashionable word, aggressive, 
and that, therefore, while maintaining our 
old high position, we were not 
ahead as fast as some of our neighbors. 
I think the figures I have quoted do not 
bear out that criticism. They show that 
we are not stationary, but quite the re- 
verse. Whether you look at the increase 
in the amount of our accounts or at the 
proportion of our profits to the £40,000,000 
with which we now operate, I think we 
need not fear comparison with any of our 
rivals. There is only one respect in which 
we, perhaps, compare unfavorably with 
some of them—I mean the figure at which 
our shares stand in the market. No doubt 
the shares of other first-class banks also 
stand lower than they once did. 

‘‘That is part of the general fall in the 
value of the very soundest securities, 
which is due to the fact that the investor 
now expects, and is able to obtain, a 
higher average rate of interest than he 
once did.’’

ALL OPPORTUNITIES NOT GONE 


A Guthrie banker believes that the limit 
of high finance has been reached in a scheme 
proposed to him by an Oklahoman eager to 
join “get-rich-quick” society, according to 
the Kansas City Star’s Guthrie corre- 
spondent. The figures are taken from the 
prospectus: 

An investment of $300 paid in by three 
stockholders, each holding one of the three 
shares of the company, and three hundred 
geese at $1 each, total $300. The estimated 
production is three eggs a week from each 
goose, making 900 eggs a week, 26,800 a 
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year, and for three years (the life of the 
company), 140,000. 

None of the eggs is to be sold, but all 
incubated and hatched, and allowing 40,000 
for bad eggs there would be a total of 
100,000 goslings. In three years each goose 
would produce “conservatively,” three 
pounds of feathers, which at $1 a pound, 
would amount to $300,000. From 100,000 
goose livers would be received $60,000. Es- 
timating 20 buttons from each goose bill, 
and the price of 1 cent a button, there 
would be $20,000 from 2,000,000 goose bill 
buttons, while from 100,000 marketed geese 
at $1.50 each would be derived the sum of 
$150,000. 

The operating expenses are estimated at 
$190,000, to which should be added the $300 
paid in by stockholders and invested in 
goose eggs, making the total outlay $190,- 
300. The total receipts, as enumerated, 
would be $530,000, making the enormous net 
profits of $339,700 in three years, or an 
annual dividend of $37,744 for each stock- 
holder. 


WOULD WIPE OUT WEAK BANKS 


The Comptroller of the Currency is hear- 
ing from the speech he made recently in 
Boston to federal bank examiners regard- 
ing the evils of leniency, and the word 


is favorable. The banks of the country 
generally appear to agree that the comp- 
troller is right, and that he should be 
supported in his desire to make banking 
safer. The carrying out of his program, 
it is said, will reduce bank failures to a 
minimum. 

As a part of the comptroller’s policy, 
the weak banks of the country are to be 
told they must strengthen themselves or 
be taken in hand for liquidation. The 
powers of the Comptroller of the Currency 
in this regard are autocratic and absolute, 
and it is possible that because of this 
fact much leniency has been shown weak 
banks in the past. Rather than cause 
hardships to depositors, the mailed fist 
has been withheld in the past so that 
banks might pull themselves together. 

But there is to be a change in policy. 
The present occupant of the comptroller’s 
office believes that this leniency has not 
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worked for the good of business gener- 
ally, and he will bring his authority to 
bear to stop it. The examiners are now 
to transmit to the weak banks the comp- 
troller’s ultimatum. There must be, in 
the future, no impairment of capital, no 
reduction of the surplus reserve beyond 
the prescribed limits, no bad paper in the 
vaults, no shirking of duty by bank di- 
rectors. Banks which persist in the fu- 
ture in doing the things that are now 
forbidden will be compelled to accept the 
consequences of their acts. They will no 
longer be coddled. They have had their 
warning, and if this is not heeded radical 
measures will follow. 


Comptroller Murray believes, as the re- 
sult of his wide experience, that it will 


be better to take the situation in hand °* 


and liquidate weak banks where there is 
a chance to save deposits, than to risk 
bad failures in the future. And the sub- 
stantial bankers of the country, who have 
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been heard from in large numbers, are 
telling him that he is right. 

In several localities, it is pointed out 
as the result of official investigation, there 
are too many national banks. The fre- 
quent consolidations are held to be proof 
of this; in other quarters there are not 
enough of these banks. Hereafter, with 
a view of securing a more even distri- 
bution, the establishment of new banks 
will be watched very closely. Only where 
there is an absolute demand and this de- 
mand can be shown clearly, will new 
banks be authorized, and even then the 
proposed new banks must be promoted by 
local men, from whom the officers must 
be chosen. 

This is a change in the banking busi- 
ness in this country, but the word the 
comptroller is receiving from all parts 
of the country is that it is satisfactory 
to the better classes of bankers and de- 
positors, and will be regarded as a step 
forward. 


BUSINESS AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Summary of Advices from Correspondent of the Continental and Commercial National 
Bank of Chicago, Presents Data Regarding the Financial 
Industrial and Agricultural Situation 


Touching upon practically every phase 
of the nation’s financial, commercial and 
industrial conditions, even down to the 
berry yield and the effect of the automo- 
bile upon affairs generally, the ‘‘annual 
crop and business report’’ compiled by the 
Continental and Commercial Bank of Chi- 
cago, breathes of optimism in every line. 
As far as crops are concerned, it summar- 
izes the situation in the declaration that 
the ‘‘farmer has cause for rejoicing and 
the nation for thanksgiving that its ma- 
terial affairs will be preserved and ex- 
panded through the sufficiency of its food 
supplies. ’’ 

While the report shows a falling off in 
some crops as compared with last year, it 
also demonstrated that they are above the 
average of ten years and therefore more 


than ample to fully support the buying 
power of the great agricultural districts 
and maintain the nation in its past pros- 


*perity. 


‘Our reports indicate a total wheat crop 
of 657,000,000 bu., or 80,000,000 bu. less 
than last year’s record production,’’ says 
the compilation, ‘‘but equal to a ten years’ 
average production. Corn promises a yield 
of 3,000,000 bu., or 225.000,000 bu, above 
the previous season and 25 per cent over a 
ten years’ average crop. The oats yield 
will exceed last year’s excellent produc- 
tion with a total of 1,071,000,000 bu., 200,- 
000,000 bu. over the ten-year average. Bar- 
ley will equal last year’s crop of 128,000,- 
000 bu., and rye will exceed the previous 
season, being 31,500,000 bu., comparing 
with 30,000,000 bu. The total production 
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of these grains, as reported to us, is 4,906,- 
000,000 bu., while the ten-year average is 
4,431,00,000 bu. Cotton condition indi- 
cates a crop of 11,000,000 bales, or 70,000 
bales above last year. 

‘*The chief feature of the ample crops 
is the surety of a reinstatement of the 
food animals, which had been running be- 
low the normal number the last three years, 
on account of shortage of food and ex- 
cessive demand. The impairment of our 
herds and flocks was a cause of great alarm 
a year ago, but the large corn crop last 
year, despite its inferior shipping quality, 
enabled the farmer to increase his hogs 
and cattle. This year’s crop of corn and 
oats promises ample food to bring the stock 
to maturity and to provide for further in- 
crease.’? 

Hay, according to the report, has suf- 
fered a small shortage in most sections of 
the country, but it is nevertheless up to 
the average of 60,000,000 tons, and pota- 
toes, even with the yield far behind that 
of last year, will be above the ten-year 
average of 278,000,000 bu., obviating any 
reason to fear excessive prices or famine 
shortage of supply.

As to general business conditions, it is 
held that while there may have been some 
disappointment owing to the country’s 
overdoing itself in preparation for the pre- 
dicted banner business year expected to 
follow recovery from the panic of three 
years ago, the indices of bank clearings, 
postal receipts, railway tonnage, building 
transactions, iron and steel output, increas- 
ing demand for labor and the upward 
tendency of wages, all prove that the coun- 

try has been forging ahead. 


Reviewing some of the problems and 
perplexities met with during the early 
months of 1910, the report characterizes 
as among the disturbing influences the 
court decisions under the anti-trust act 
and the controversy over railway rates. 
The discussion in Congress over the meas- 
ure enlarging the powers of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission caused the railroads 
to hold up a large amount of expenditures 
which they had planned and was responsi- 
ble for the conservative attitude of in- 
vestors. 
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‘We regard this check as but tempo- 
rary,’’ says the report. ‘‘Now that the 
principle of railway control and the su- 
pervision of rates by public authority is 
definitely established and in force, we 
look to see public opinion take a stand 
for a fair and reasonable adjustment of 
the rates.’’ 

Speaking of the crop moving require- 
ments of the bank it says: 

‘*The concern felt some weeks ago as 
to financial conditions in crop-moving time 
has largely disappeared. The liquidation 
on the New York stock market has re- 
leased large amounts of money. Not only 
were gold exports checked, but gold im- 
ports have begun, with conditions upon 
the other side such that large amounts 
can be had if needed. The new wheat 
crop in the Southwest, which is of ex- 
ceptionally fine quality, has been coming 
forward rapidly, settling obligations in 
that quarter. It has also developed that 
there was more of last year’s crop in 
farmers’ hands than had been estimated, 
and live stock has been moving liberally. 
The country banks are in good condition 
and the strain at one time apprehended 
has been averted by the changed condi- 
tions.’’ 

es ss 

The idleness of the cotton mills, it is 
held, is due to the price of cotton cloth 
being entirely out of line with the price 
of raw cotton, and the stagnation in the 
woolen goods industry has been the result 
of last fall’s overstimulus. 

‘<The lumber industry,’’ says the re- 
port, ‘‘complains most of present condi- 
tions, but it is a chronic state of over- 
production, with new mills always under 
construction. This may sound strange for 
an industry in which the raw material is 
rapidly vanishing, but the eagerness of 
timber owners to realize on their prop- 
erty creates the condition.’’

As an offset to this it is shown that the 
output of pig iron for the first half of 
1910 exceeded that of any other six 
months in history and the building in- 
dustry had a phenomenal boost, though 
slightly behind the record of the first half 
of 1909 when the cheapness of building 
materials caused an enormous stimulus. 


FORM CURRENCY ASSOCIATIONS 


‘*The entire West,’’ says the report, 
**has been almost wildly prosperous. The 
basis of this prosperity has been the high 
pirces of farm products which have fur- 
nished the farmers with means to build 
better homes, purchase machinery, enlarge 
their farms and in not a few instances 
commit the oft-heralded offense of buying 
an automobile.’’ 

Turning to the automobile as a factor, 
the report says that ‘‘it looms up as one 
of the issues of the day’’ and cites the 
marvelous development of the industry 
while quoting the opinion that it repre- 
sents an enormous outlay in extravagance 
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which the country can ill afford; that it 
is affecting other lines of trade unfavor- 
ably and has been an important factor in 
the stringent monetary situation of the 
present year. On the other hand credit 
is given to statements that the automobile 
is not a luxury but a utility, a great time- 
saver and favorably influences the public 
health; that the auto on the farm helps to 
keep the farmer’s son and the help from 
migrating to the cities. 

The need for a central banking reserve 
is pointed out and the change in the atti- 
tude of foreign bankers in relation to bills 
of lading is discussed briefly. 


=— FORM CURRENCY ASSOCIATIONS == 


At Chicago, the advisability of forming 
a National Currency Association was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Clearing House 
committee of the Chicago Clearing House. 
No definite action in the matter was 
taken. The meeting is said to have been 
the result of a letter from Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury A. P. Andrew, in 
which he asked the Chicago Clearing House 
to join in the movement for the forma- 
tion of currency associations. It is re- 
ported that the plan will be discussed 
again at future meetings, after the Clear- 
ing House committee has obtained more 
information regarding the matter and 
given it mature consideration. James B. 
Forgan, President of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, was quoted as not being 
very enthusiastic regarding the formation 
of such an association. The newspapers 
reported him as having said: ‘‘Such an 
association might help a little in giving 
us a currency that we could send into the 
country, but the cost would be almost 
prohibitive. We could not settle Clearing 
House balances with the notes of such an 
association, and that is where the great- 
est stress comes in times of tight money. 
Those balances have to be settled in 
gold.’’ 

Initial steps in the formation of a 
system of clearing houses by each of the 


nine groups comprising the Ohio Bankers’ 
Association were taken at a meeting held 
in Columbus in August, by the special com- 
mittee having the matter in charge. The 
appointment of this committee was au- 
thorized at the annual meeting in June of 
the Bankers’ Association. It was pro- 
posed, in view of the aid afforded the 
banks of the larger cities during the 1907 
panic by the use of clearing-house certifi- 
cates and scrip, to undertake the estab- 
lishment of a state clearing house, or 
group clearing houses, to act in case of 
any financial panic. The committee, which 
is made up of nine members, representing 
each of the groups, has unanimously de- 
cided upon the organization of a clear- 
ing house in each of the groups. It is 
also proposed to provide for the issue of 
$5,000,000 clearing-house certificates by 
each group, or $45,000,000 in all. The 
same authority notes that, while it may 
never be necessary to resort to the issue 
of these receipts by the group clearing 
houses, they will in any event be in readi- 
ness in case they should be needed. It is 
pointed out that, while, similar results 
could be obtained through currency asso- 
ciations under the Aldrich-Vreeland law, 
only national banks are eligible there- 
under, whereas all the banks in the state 
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may join in the pending movement. As 
soon as the resolution adopted by the spe- 
cial committee has been approved by the 
council of administration, an organization 
committee will be appointed and a uni- 
form plan of organization will be outlined 
for the clearing houses. It is stated that 


the clearing houses are designed not only 
to enable the banks to borrow on ap- 
proved collateral up to 75 per cent of the 
securities deposited, but to maintain a 
‘strict supervision over all the banks in 
the groups, to prevent a violation of sound 
banking principles.

The Aberdeen Clearing House Associa- 
tion at Aberdeen, S. D., has passed reso- 
lutions intended to facilitate the obtain- 
ing by local institutions of their proper 
proportion of such part of the deposits 
of the Postal Savings banks as is to be 


re-deposited by the United States govern-* 


ment in the banks. Senators and members 


of Congress from South Dakota are re- 
quested ‘‘to use their best efforts to in- 
duce the board of trustees to prescribe 
such securities as shall be available in 
this state (South Dakota), such as county 
bonds, school bonds, township bonds,’’ etc. 
This has reference to the bonds that must 
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be deposited as security for the public 
moneys received. The resolutions in full 
are as follows: 


Whereas, The Postal Savings Depository 
Act has been passed by Congress and has 
become a law, and 


Whereas, Among the provisions is one 
that moneys deposited in postoffices shall 
be re-deposited in banks in the same local- 
ities. Banks are required to deposit bonds 
supported by taxation as security for such 
moneys, and 


Whereas, The board, consisting of the 
Postmaster General, the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Attorney-General, may 
designate the classes of bonds required for 
such purposes, and 





Whereas, Should Government bonds, 
State bonds and bonds of large munici- 
palities be required, it would be necessary 
for the banks of this State to buy such 
bonds in Eastern markets, sending money 
east for that purpose; the net result would 
be that a sum in excess of the postal de- 
posits would be transferred to Eastern 
centers and the banks of this State would 
not benefit by such deposits. Now, there- 
fore, be it 


Resolved, That the Aberdeen Clearing- 
House Association requests our Senators 
and Members of Congress to use their best 
efforts to induce the said board of trustees 
to prescribe such securities as shall be 
available in this State, such as county 
bonds, school bonds, township bonds and 
the bonds of such municipalities as are in 
our midst; also, be it 


Resolved, That the South Dakota Bank- 
ers’ Association and public examiners be 
advised of the action of this Clearing 
House, and that the officers of this Clear- 
ing House and of the said South Dakota 
Bankers’ Association and the examiner be 


urged to use their influence to the same 
end. 


The National Currency Association of 
Boston has been organized with a mem- 
bership of the national banks which are 
members of the Boston Clearing House 
Association, with the exception of the Old 


Boston and the Merchants’ National, 
which did not desire to join at this time. 
Thomas P. Beal of the Second National 
Bank was elected president and J. P. Ly- 
man of the Webster and Atlas, vice-presi- 
dent. Messrs. Gaston, Wing and Ripley 
comprise the executive committee. A. W. 
Newell of the Fourth National Bank was 
elected secretary and treasurer.

The consolidation of the Third National 
Bank of Louisville, Ky., with the South- 
ern National Bank was formally r&tified 
by the stockholders of the Southern. 


E. W. Harden has resigned as vice- 
president and director of the Monroe Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, having removed 
to New York. 


The death is reported of Benjamin I. 
Cohen, the well-known president of the 
Portland Trust Co. of Portland, Ore., at 
Victoria, B. C., while on a vacation. 


W. M. Donaldson has become president 
of the Merchants’ National Bank of Har- 
risburg, Pa., succeeding H. D. Hemler, 
and J. F. Dapp takes the place of Mr. 
Donaldson as vice-president. 


Cc. B. Wiggin has been elected vice-pres- 
ident of the Brookline National Bank of 
Brookline, Mass.

James Lawrence Houghteling, for a 


quarter of a century a member of the 
prominent Chicago banking firm of Pea- 
body, Houghteling & Co., died late last 
week at his home in Winnetka, IIll., from 
nephritis. He was born in Chicago in 
1855 and ranked as one of its most useful 
citizens socially, as a business man, a re- 
ligious Worker and a philanthropist. 


The Merchants Bank of Canada (head 
office, Montreal), has declared a quarterly 
dividend of 2% per cent, payable Sept. 1 
to holders of record Aug. 15. This com- 
pares with 2 per cent previously paid and 
raises the annual rate of distribution from 
8 per cent to 9 per cent. 
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It is reported from Des Moines, Iowa, 
that the Western Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, alarmed at the proposed drastic leg- 
islation aimed at speculation, has passed 
resolutions condemning such action. 


Mayor Busse of Chicago has appointed 
John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust & Savings Bank; Joseph E. Otis, 
president of the Western Trust & Savings 
Bank, and Oscar G. Foreman of the Fore- 
man Bros. Banking Co., members of the 
police-pension board of five to adminis- 
ter the pension fund of $800,000. 


George H. Beddow, formerly assistant 
cashier of the First National Bank of 
Ironwood, Mich., which failed in June, 
1909, has been sentenced to five years im- 
prisonment. H. F. Jahn, former presi- 
dent, and E. T. Larson, the former 
cashier, were given seven year sentences 
last September. 


J. Edward Simmons, president of the 
Fourth National Bank of New York and 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
died August 5. He had been president 
of the Fourth National since 1888 and was 
born at Troy, N. Y., Sept. 9, 1841. He was 
a graduate of Williams College. 


A dividend of 2% per cent has been de- 
clared to the creditors of A. O. Brown 
& Co., who failed in August, 1908, by 
John J. Townsend, referee in bankruptcy. 
The liabilities of the firm were $4,695,930, 
of which $2,234,361 were secured, $2,451,- 
579 unsecured and $9,990 represented sal- 
aries. It is stated that 1,200 creditors 


were named in the schedules, many of 
whom, however, did not prove their 
claims. 


The American National Bank of Wash- 
ington, D. C., at a stockholders’ meeting’ 
on July 27, increased its capital stock 
from $500,000 to $600,000. The enlarged 
capital will become effective October 1 
and will be brought about through the 
issuance of 1,000 new shares of stock 
(par value $100), to be sold to present 
shareholders at $150 per share and to out- 
siders at $160 per share. 


A further dividend of 5 per cent has 
been declared to the creditors of the Cos- 
National Bank of Pittsburgh,

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which failed in September, 1908. The 
amount to be paid is said to be about 
$30,000. Press dispatches say that 70 
per cent of the bank’s total indebtedness 
of $598,125 has been paid to date. 


Samuel D.:Reynolds has been appointed 
receiver of the First Trust & Savings 
Bank of Billings, Mont. The institution 
was affiliated with the First National 
Bank of Billings, and both suspended busi- 
ness on July 2. Both are said to hold 
State deposits. 


In order that he might devote all his 
attention to his Cleveland, Ohio, institu- 
tions, J. J. Sullivan has resigned as pres- 
ident of the First National Bank of Can- 
ton, Ohio. Louis A. Loichet, who was 
vice-president of the latter, has succeeded 
to the presidency. Colonel Sullivan is 
president of the Central National Bank 
and the Superior Savings & Trust Co. of 
Cleveland. 


The Broad Street Bank of Richmond, 
Va., announces that it has purchased the 
business and good will of the Broad Street 
-branch of the Bank of Richmond. The 
Broad Street Bank has a capital of $200,- 
000, surplus and profits of $110,000 and 
deposits (exclusive of those of the Broad 
Street Branch Bank of Richmond) of over 
$1,250,000. 


George E. Roberts, formerly president 
of the Commercial National, resigned as 
president of the Chicago Clearing-House, 
following his retirement from the bank- 
ing business. He was elected to the place 
on the resignation of J. T. Talbert, nearly 
a year ago. His successor will undoubted- 
ly be L. A. Goddard, president of the State 
Bank of Chicago, and now vice-president 
of the Clearing-House. Mr. Goddard suc- 
ceeded the late H. A. Haugan in the vice- 
presidency. 


The directors of the Fletcher National 
Bank and of the American National Bank 
of Indianapolis, adopted resolutions look- 
ing to the consolidation of the two insti- 
tutions. Meetings of the shareholders of 
both banks were held Aug. 31, and the 
consolidation is to be made on Sept. 3. 
The name of the consolidated institution 
will be the Fletcher-American National 
Bank of Indianapolis, with a capital of 
$2,000,000 and surplus of $1,000,000. 
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For the purpose of increasing its cap- 
ital stock from $750,000 to $1,000,000, the 
Central National Bank of Philadelphia 
has called a stockholders’ meeting for 
September 14. In its statement of June 
30, the institution reported surplus and 
profits of $3,172,039 and deposits of $19,- 
555,703. Its officers are: Wm. T. Elliott, 
president; Wm. Post, cashier, and Wm. 
Y. Conrad and A. H. Jones, assistant 
cashiers. 


Lawrence T. Tweedy became identified 
with the bond department of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York City recently. 
Mr. Tweedy was connected for three and 
a half years with the Albany branch 
office of Spencer Trask & Co., and before 
that for a year and a half with the New 
York office of that firm. Mr. Tweedy is 
the second Albany man to enter the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, of which Charles 
H. Sabin of Albany is now vice-president. 


In a message to the Texas Legislature 
on the 27th ult., Governor Campbell of 
that State, after submitting recommenda- 
tions for (1) a better system of account- 
ing for the Comptroller’s office, and (2) 
advising legislation prescribing the duties 
of County Tax Collectors, Tax Assessors, 
County Clerks, the Comptroller and the 
State Treasurer, also adds a third recom- 
mendation, advising legislation for deal- 
ing with the subject of guaranteed bills 
of lading. 


H. J. Welty, formerly president of the 
defunct Home Security Savings Bank of 
Bellingham, Wash., was arrested on 
charges of embezzlement, but subsequent- 
ly released on $10,000 bail. Emerys Mor- 
gan and George M. Crawford, formerly 
cashier and vice-president respectively, of 
the institution, were arrested on the 
charge of receiving deposits when they 
knew the bank was insolvent. Bail in 
each case was fixed at $2,500. The insti- 
tution had a capital of $100,000. 


A loss in the deposits of the State banks 
of Oklahoma is reported to be shown in 
the statement of June 30, 1910, issued 
by State Bank Commissioner E. B. Cock- 
rell. Despite the fact that between Jan- 
uary 31 and June 30 the number of State 
banks increased from 668 to 691 and the 
paid up capital was increased, the total 
deposits dropped from $49,928,744 to $45,- 
481,550, a decrease of $4,447,000. This is 
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the first time, it is said, that a falling off 
has occurred in deposits since the law be- 
came effective in 1908. 


R. B. Angus was lately elected president 
of the Bank of Montreal, (head. office, 
Montreal) to fill the vacancy arising 
through the death of the late Sir George 
Drummond. Mr. Angus has long been iden- 
tified with the bank. Entering its serv- 
ices in 1857, he was made accountant in 
the Chicago branch in 1861; in 1863 he. be- 
came second agent in New York, in 1864 
was chosen assistant manager in Mon- 
treal, and successively became manager 
and general manager. 


The Capitol Savings Bank of Richmond, 
Va., and the Bank of Commerce & Trusts, 
of the same city, have agreed to consol- 
idate. The officers of the endarged insti- 
tution will be: Oliver J. Sands, president; 
A. R. Holladay, vice-president, and R. M. 
Kent, cashier. No date has been set for 
the actual consolidation, but it is expect- 
ed to take place within two months. The 
Capitol Savings Bank has a capital of 
$50,000. The Bank of Commerce & Trusts 
recently took steps to increase its capital 
from $200,000 to $300,000. 


Depositors of the National City Bank 
of Cambridge, Mass., have received the 
dividend of 60 per cent recently declared 
out of the proceeds of the sale of the in- 
stitution’s quick assets. The amount paid 
is said to be about $230,000. It is thought 
that when the remaining assets are sold an 
additional dividend of about 10 per cent 
will be paid. The institution closed its 
doors in February last upon the discovery 
of defalcations by George W. Coleman, 
formerly bookkeeper of the institution. 


Under the amendment made at the re- 
cent session of the New York Legislature 
to the law respecting the reserves of 
State banks, “time deposits not payable 
within thirty days represented by certifi- 
cates showing the amount of the deposit, 
the date of issue and the date when due,” 
may be excluded in the computation of 
the cash reserve required against deposit. 
This change has been made with the view 
of placing the banks on the same footing 
with the trust companies. 


A newspaper dispatch from Guthrie, 
Okla., says: “It develops that, although 
a call was issued January 1, ordering 
State bankers (of Oklahoma) to pay into 
the bank guaranty fund an assessment on 
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their increased deposits of the past year, 
but few bankers have paid any attention 
to the assessment.” The matter, it is 
stated, was the subject of discussion at 
a recent meeting of the State Banking 
Board, and the members are endeavoring 
to find some methods of compelling the 


bankers to pay and thus recuperate the 
fund. 


J. G. White & Co., Incorporated, of New York, 
has been awarded the contract for the complete 
engineering and construction of a hydro-electric 
power plant for the Eastern Tennessee Power Com- 
pany at Parkersville, near Cleveland, Tenn. The 
dam will be 780 feet long, on the crest of which 
480 feet will be of the overflow type. This portion 
of the dam will be about 110 feet above the mean 
water stage, while the non-overflow portion of the 
dam will be thirteen feet higher than the overflow 
section. The power plant will consist of turbine 
engines and will be constructed in four main 
units. The estimated cost of the plant and dam 
is $2,000,000. 


The Security Savings Bank of Colum- 
bus, Ohia, has elected J. A. Metcalf and 
Beman Thomas respectively president and 
cashier of the institution, succeeding E. J. 
Smithand F.T. Jones. The institution has 
an authorized capital’of $50,000, of which 
about $41,000 had been paid in at the 
last statement. It is reported that the 
new interests in the bank have purchased 
the remaining unpaid capital and that 
the latter will soon be increased to $100,- 


000. The institution has deposits of about 
$200,000.

The Los Angeles Hibernian Savings 


Bank is the name of a new institution 
which began business in Los Angeles, Cal., 
on June 1. The bank has a capital of 
$250,000, divided into 2,500 shares of $100 
each. Of this amount, $148,500 has been 
paid in. There is no surplus, the insti- 
tution being in existence less than sixty 
days. The deposits July 30 amounted to 
$290,000. The officers are as follows: Rob- 
ert G. Hill, president; D. F. McGarry and 
George W. Lichtenberger, vice-president; 
Geo. A. J. Howard, cashier, and Walter R. 
Holly, assistant cashier. 


John Skelton Williams and William T. 
Reed have been elected vice-presidents of 
the National Bank of Virginia at Rich- 
mond. Mr. Williams, who is a member of 
the well-known banking firm of John L. 
Williams & Sons, was president of the 
Bank of Richmond, which consolidated 
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with the National Bank of Virginia on 
July 1. W. M. Habliston continues in the 
presidency of the latter and W. M. Addi- 
son and O. S. Morton continue respectively 
as cashier and assistant cashier. The fol- 
lowing have also been elected assistant 
cashiers: H. A. Williams, John Tyler, W. 
H. Slaughter and James M. Ball Jr. The 
enlarged bank has a capital of $1,200,000 
and surplus of $600,000. 


William L. Folds, formerly National 
bank examiner, who exposed the defalca- 
tions in the Allegheny National, and in 
other financial circles, died at his home 
in Philadelphia. His death closes a career 
of activity which brought him a national 
reputation as a bank examiner. Folds, 
who was 38 years old, was engaged in the 
investment bond business in Chicago when 
he was appointed a National bank ex- 
aminer some years ago. After having 
served for a short time in Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Illinois and Iowa, the Comptroller 
of Currency transferred him to Pennsyl- 
vania. 


The United States Court of Appeals or- 
dered the setting aside of the sentences 
imposed on James S. Prettyman, Jacob 
Kapner and Abe Kapner, who were con- 
victed on charges growing out of the fail- 
ure of the First National Bank of Dres- 
den, Ohio, and directed that they be given 
new trials. The Court decided that the 
charges against Prettyman, who was vice- 
president of the bank, had not been prov- 
ed, and that the conviction of the Kap- 
ners was not justified by the evidence. 
Jacob Kapner was formerly head of the 
Kapner Bros. & Duga Hosiery Co., and 
it was alleged that the failure of the 
bank was due to heavy loans to the 
hosiery company. 


A new national bank, to be known as 
the Lincoln National Bank, is being or- 
ganized in Detroit, Mich. In a circular 
which is being sent out by F. A. Smith, 
who has charge of the organization plans, 
it is pointed out that Detroit, with a 
population of about 450,000, has only four 
national banks, though there are in addi- 
tion a number of important State institu- 
tions. The deposits of Detroit’s banks 
have increased 85 per cent during the past 
ten years, having advanced from $67,744,- 
955 to $125,297,625; yet there has been a 
decrease in the number of banks through 
consolidations. The clearing-house fig- 
ures show an equally large percentage of 
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increase, the total bank clearings for the 
city in 1909 being $767,738,122, as against 
$415,073,499 in 1899. 


The Commercial National Bank of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, has declared, in addition 
to the regular quarterly dividend of 2 
per cent, an extra dividend of 2 per cent, 
making 4 per cent in all paid for the July 
quarter on its capital stock of $300,000. 
The institution also paid an extra divi- 
dend of 2 per cent with the last previous 
quarterly disbursement. In its statement 
of June 30 the bank reported surplus and 
profits of $226,011 and deposits of $3,083,- 
864. W. F. Hoffman is president. 


Bank Commissioner William P. Good- 
win of Rhode Island has recently issued 
a circular calling the attention of the 
trustees of savings banks of that State 
to a law passed by the General Assembly 
at the January session which requires 
that the duty of auditing the books and 
accounts of these institutions shall here- 
after be performed by a certified public 
accountant of the State. Previously this 
duty rested directly upon a committee of 
the trustees. The new law also requires 
that the examinations and reports of the 
accountants must cover subjects and be 
in form satisfactory to the Commissioner. 


Harrison H. Brace, LL. M., is the author 
of a book on “Gold Production and Future 
Prices,” in which gold production and 
other causes of price changes are con- 
sidered as well as the question of the in- 
creased cost of living.

Middendorf, Williams & Co., of Balti- 
more, Md., have purchased 1,500 shares 
of the Commercial & Farmers’ National 
Bank of that city. The institution re- 
cently reduced its capital from $500,000 
to $350,000 and then put out a new issue 
of $150,000, it being announced at the time 
that the new stock would be taken by 
Middendorf, Williams & Co. The price 
paid is said to have been $120 a share, 
thus giving the institution a capital of 
$500,000 and increasing its surplus by $30,- 
000. It has deposits of about $1,400,000. 
Samuel H. Shriver is. president of the 
bank, H. F. Meserve, of Middendorf, Wil- 
liams & Co., vice-president, and H. M. 
Mason, cashier. ; 
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weigh the evidence and this forms some 
estimate of the future course of average 
prices. 


The Western Trust & Savings of Chi- 
cago has absorbed the Prairie National 
Bank. The negotiations were completed 
early in August, the actual merger of the 
institutions merely awaits the vote of 
the directors and the stockholders. The 
terms of consolidation provide that the 
Western Trust & Savings Bank shall issue 
$250,000 new stock for the purchase of the 
assets of the Prairie National. The latter 
has a capital of $250,000 and the exchange 
of shares will, therefore, be on an equal 
basis. The capital of the Western Trust 
& Savings Bank will be increased to 
$1,250,000 by the transaction. The West- 
ern Trust will have deposits aggregating 
near $11,000,000. 


The Central Bankers’ Association of 
Pennsylvania was formed at Punxsutaw- 
ney, Pa., recently. The organization, it 
is stated, will seek “to promote banking 
interests, eliminate competition and fur- 
nish the assistance of clearing-house 
methods.” The establishment of the asso- 
ciation is reported to have been effected 
by one hundred and twenty-five bankers, 
representing thirty-seven institutions, and 
its purpose is to furnish assistance to any 
bank represented by the co-operation of 
the other institutions. The president of 
the association is S. A. Rinn, president of 
the Punxsutawney National Bank. E. E. 
Lindemuth of Clearfield is secretary, and 
George W. Ganoe of Houtzdale is treas- 
urer. 


Stockholders of the Merchants’ National 
and First National banks of Philadelphia 
ratified the plans for the merger of the 
two institutions at separate meetings held 
on August 8. The stockholders of the 
Merchants’ National approved the merger 
by a vote of 9,121 shares out of a total 
of 9,261 and named a liquidating commit- 
tee of three. The First National stock- 
holders voted unanimously in favor of 
the merger; they also raised the capital 
from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 in accordance 
with the terms of the merger arrange- 
ment and increased the board of directors 
from eleven to eighteen members, the 
seven new members having formerly been 
directors of the Merchants’ National Bank. 
The details of the merger were given in 
our issue of July 9. 


Terms of the merger of the Union Bank 
of Halifax, at Halifax, Nova Scotia, with 
the Royal Bank of Canada (head office, 


Montreal), have been announced. At a 
special meeting to be held on Sept. 8 the 
stockholders of the Royal Bank will be 
asked to ratify the issuance of 12,000 
shares of new stock, having a par value 
of $1,200,000, for the purchase of the as- 
sets of the Union Bank, the terms being 
that for every five shares of Union Bank 
stock (par value $50) two shares of Royal 
Bank stock (par value $100) will be 
issued. The Union Bank has a capital of 
$1,500,000. In a circular the directors of 
the Union Bank (whose stockholders will 
meet on Sept. 7 for the purpose of approv- 
ing the merger), explaining the reasons 
that prompted them to favor the consoli- 
dation, point out that they have long been 
convinced of the necessity of raising 
new capital in order to successfully com- 
pete with the larger banks, but that this 
new capital was not forthcoming. 


Although there is no law in Kentucky 
providing for the examination of State 
banks, Secretary of State B. L. Bruner, 
in view of the condition shown by re- 
ports come from some of the institu- 
tions, has decided to employ State bank 
inspectors and examine a good many of 
the institutions. For this purpose, it is 
stated, he will call upon the banks for 
voluntary subscriptions. It is further 
stated that many of the banks have urged 
that they may be in position to accept 
postal savings deposits. No new charters, 
it is said, will be issued by Mr. Bruner 
that he begin regular examinations, so 
until he has personally ascertained the 
standing of those who are to serve as offi- 
cers. At the late session of the Kentucky 
Legislature a bill providing for the ex- 
amination of State banks passed both 
Houses, but was vetoed by the governor. 


The stockholders of the defunct Lafay- 
ette Trust Co. of Brooklyn Borough, have 
paid up very little of the 100 per cent 
assessment on the stock of the failed in- 
stitution ordered by State Superintend- 
ent of Banks O. H. Cheney last March. 
Although the legal time for payment has 
long since expired, more than 80 per cent 
of the stockholders has not as yet paid 
the assessment. The institution, which 
failed in November, 1908, as a reorganiza- 
tion of the Jenkins Trust Co., has thus 
far paid to depositors 40 per cent in divi- 
dends—10 per cent on May 1, 1909, 20 
per cent on October 1, 1909, and 10 per 
cent on May 11, 1910. It is said that suits 
will be brought against the stockholders 
in the fall to compel the payment of the 
assessment.
